WILL CLOSE HISTORIC ALLEY 


London Pathway Which Figures in 
Pepys’ Diary Gives Way to March 
of Improvements. 


Pope’s Head alley, a turning off Corn- 
hill, a picture of which appeared in 
the Times on April 11, will shortly 
disappear. Lioyd’s Bank is going to 
rebuild ite premises at the end of Lom- 
bard street, between that street and 
Cornhill, and to make this possible 
Pope's Head alley will have to be 
closed and another thoroughfare con- 
structed in its place, says the London 
Times, 

The alley, which dates back to the 
days of Henry VI, and is named after 
@ noted tavern, is mentioned several 
times in the “Diary of Samuel 
Pepys.” In’ his’ time the footway 
was famous for its cutters. Pepys 
reports that he went to Pope’s Head 
and “bought an aggate hafted knife, 
which: cost me 5c." Another day 
some one took him into the tavern 
and gave him wine, when they dis- 
cussed affairs of state. “So home,” 
writes Pepys again, “on my way call- 
ing at Pope’s Head alley and there 
bought me a pair of scissors and a 
brass square.” 

In 1645 it is recorded, wine was be- 
ing sold at the tavern at a penny a 
pint. It was at the Pope’s Head tav- 
ern that Quinn killed Bowen, a fel- 
low actor, in a duel, The first print 
sellers In London are said to have 
opened their shops in the alley.

Deposition of Metais. 

It is reported that there has been 
devised abroad a new process for 
spraying metals onto surfaces of any 
kind. The metal to be sprayed forms 
one of the electrodes of an arc, and 
a blast of gas impinges on this elec- 
trode, directed, however, in such a 
manner as not to play on the arc and 
extinguish it. 

The gas used for the blast is of a 
non-oxidizing nature, and its effect is 
te carry away fine particles of metal, 
which can thus be deposited on any 
kind of surface, forming a very thin 
akin. 

When polyphase currents are used, 
the electrodes may either be conver- 
gent or so placed as to cross the 
streams of gas. 

In one form of the apparatus the are 
is started by means of the instantane- 
ous discharge from an auxiliary high- 
tension circuit.—Exchange. 


Sulphur Rains. 

Strange stories are sometimes told 
of the wonderful things that have 
fallen in rainstorms. Occasionally it 
is frogs, again it is splashes of blood, 
or some mineral such as sulphur, Fre 
quently there is a foundation for thes¢ 
stories, and investigation furnishes 
an explanation of the phenomena. 

At Bordeaux for. many years, in 
April and May, so-called “rains of 
sulphur” have been noticed, when the 
earth becomes spotted with what seem 
to be patches of sulphur brought down 
by the rain.. This phenoménon was 
not long ago the subject of a scientific 
investigation, and it was shown that 
the supposed sulphur was really the 
yellow pollen of a species of pine, large 
forests of which exist south and south. 
west of Bordeaux. The rains referred 
to occur at the time of the flowering 
of the pines, the pollen of which 
must be carried to a great height in 
the air.

the Platte 
river was Ne- 
ing “shallow 
water,” and 
from this 
came the name of the state, A 
nickname for the state is the 
Blackwater State. 

Of the early Spanish explora- 
tions little is known, except that 
Coronado probably reached the 
great plain of this region in 1541, 
More than one hundred and 
twenty-five years later Father 
Marquette noted the Platte river 
on his trip up the Missouri. In 
the beginning of ‘the Nineteenth 
century the Lewis and Clark ex. 
pedition skirted the boundaries 
of the present state and in 1805, 
Manuel Lisa established the 
first known settlement which was 
a fur trading post at Bellevue, 
This was just after the Louisiana 
Purchase had brought Nebraska 
into United States territory. 

Omaha was established as a 
post of the American Fur com- 
pany in 1825 and Nebraska City 
the following year. 

With the California gold rush 
in 1849 many pioneers passed 
through Nebraska and some 
stopped and settled there al- 
though there was a law forbid.
